He said Miller made a move- 
ment toward his hip pocket and he 
fired four shots at Miller in self- 
defense. 

Two days after the shooting Miller 
at the city hospital told a policeman 
he went to the saloon about noon to 
collect $3 which Dowdle owed him, 
\and Dowdle said he had no money. 
PMiller saidjhe told Dowdle he would 
return at Pp. m. He did this, he 
said, and got into an argument with 
Dowdle and hig wife and “in the 
course of the argument” was shot by 
Dowdle. When Miller was taken to 
the hospital the diagnosis entered on 
the record was “gunshot wounds and 
acute alcoholism.”’

THE COST OF CARELESSNESS. 
Carelessness little less than wanton in the trans- 
portation of large sums of money is disclosed by the 
Williamson in the 
Federal court at East St. Louis on the charge of steal- 


ing a mail pouch containing $189,000 at Mount Ver-, 


ron, Ill. 


One of the vicissitudes of the journey of bundles 


of money from St. Louis banks to their country cor- 
respondents was to be intrusted to “Old Sam,” the 
Mount Vernon mail carrier, to be transported from 
the postoffice to the railroad station in an open 
wagon. One day, when the pouch contained a trifle of 
$189,000, “Old Sam’”’ pitched it on his wagon, at the 
back door of the postoffice, and went inside to call 
up the station and inquire whether the train was on 
time. While he was inside the pouch was stolen. It 
might have been stolen as easily any other day. 

The handling of money shipments at Mount Vernon 
Was nat unique. Money is being handled that way all 
the time all over the country, not only in the mails, 
but by other means of transportation. Losses at- 
tributable to lack of adequate safeguards have reached 
an enormous aggregate in the past few months.

Insurance companies collect 
them. allocate sufficient to pay the losses out of them 
and keep what is left for their trouble. 

A fraction of what has been lost in the past few 
months, if appropriated for adequate protection, would

Would 
you believe that the skins of $5,000,000 birds of 
plumage were sold on the London market last 
year? It is a fact, and when a bill to stop it 
went before the House of Commons the great 
feather trade in its many ramifications mus- 
tered enough power to beat it.

| constantly renewed our promise of self-govern- 
ment for Egypt. We are of opinion that the ful- 
| fillment of this promise cannot be postponed. The 
| moment is favorable for placing the relations of 
Great Britain and Egypt on the satisfactory and 

‘enduring basis of a treaty which will at one and 

‘the same time establish the independence of 

| Egypt and secure the essential interests of Great 

Hritain. It will be an undoubted advantage to 
“Great Britain to have those interests carefully 
' defined and placed beyond challenge in a treaty 
accepted by the Egyptians, as it will obviously

‘effected in expenses for labor and 
material in the same proportion that 
these items of operating expenses

Cost of Labor to Roads. 

“At the present time expenses for 
labor approximate 60 per cent of 
the total operating expenses. It is, 
therefore, reasonable to assume that 
60 per cent of the savings claimed 
would have to be savings in labor, 
which would mean the reduction of 
668,000 employes, based on the’num- 
ber in service in 1920.”

ATTORNEY-GENERAL 


WILL REDUCE RENTS = 


Barrett in St. Louis to Con- 
sider Time and Place of 
Holding Hearings on Ma- 
terials Situation. 


Attorney-General Barrett came to 


St. Louis today to arrange for the) 


‘hearings which, he announced last 


Week, 
-associations of 
dealers in building materials to state 
their practices and purposes. 


He gave out a statement, after his | 


arrival, in which he declared that 


rent laws copied after the New York | 


‘law would not solve the problem of 
high rents, but that reduction of 
building prices and a consequent re- 
sumption of building would. The 
Board of Aldermen recently passed 
uw resoiution requesting Gov. Hyde to 
include rent and housing in his call 
for the coming special session of 
the Legislature and has been collect- 
ing evidence of rent profiteering to 
‘submit to the Legislature.- 
Statement by Barrett. 

Attorney-General Barrett's 
ment follows: 

‘The real solution of the rent 
problem is bringing down the cost of 
building. It must be ascertained 
whether prices of building material 
are being kept up by unlawful meth- 
No other question can be of so 
much importance at this moment to 
the great mass of the people and that 
is why I feel jfistified in turning th 
energies of my office from other 
' matters into this investigation. 
| “No other remedy can be effective 
in the rent problem while there ex- 
ists an actuale housing Shortage and 
while the people are unable to build 
homes of their own. For instance 
I suggested to the Assessor of St. 
Louis that he distribute taxes so as 
to put'the proper share on those 
landlords who have doubled or 
trebled their rents. Several an- 
swered that a tax increase would be 
followed by still larger rent increases 
and that probably is true. It is ar- 
gued that housing laws similar to 
those of New York and Washington 
would solve the problem, but I note 
that one real estate dealer 
is — that the result would 
be ssation of further building by 
landlords with a resulting 
in rents. ; 

“All of these artificial remedies 
| produce evils as vad as those they 
are intended to cure. Laws dis- 
| criminating against property holders 
'are as bad 
| against tenants. 
to discriminate 
The law ought to protect both. 

High Prices the Key Log. 

“The laws of supply and demand 
are the normal and natural cures, 
and if left to operate freely will, in 
themselves, bring for regulation. 
Nothing else will. Opening the chan- 
| nel to free competition in building 
will bring all prices to natural levels 
where neither the landlord nor 
tenant will receive more or 
his just share 

“The key log in the jam is the 
high cost of building, which ought to 
jcome down, and which must come 
down. The result will be a natural 
‘remedy which will cure ills of land- 
lord and tenant alike.
